I deem it but simple, 
justice to the commercial interests 
of our citizens of Paris to make 
fiiis statement and to say to those 
in the country, do not give cre- 
dence to mere rumors, without 
foundation, many of which are

eai-e that the mo.'t refraifory and ciif- 
fieult of the prisoners soften and 
greatly alter by being allowed to do 
little things for it; indeed, it acts 
throughout like a veritable ray of sun- 
shine among the whole of the poor 
prisoners, who generally manage *o 
get themselves into great gc>od humor 
by suggesting as volubly as the jirison 
lule*; will permit fantastic names for 
♦he child. Within a certain jteriod of 
tneir birth these children are taken 
away from the mother and are tended 
eisewhere with the utmost care and 
hu inanity.

.Among' them was one to pension at 
the rate of $40 a month the widow of 
the late ('ol. .Fuhn M. Stotsenberg, of 
the 1st Nebraska, who w-as killed in 
the Philippines. The conference re- 
|)ort on the Hawaiian government was 
adopted and now goes to the pre.si- 
dent. 

Wa.shiiigton, .April 28. — Senate — Mr. 
Pettigrew, of South Dakota, offereti a 
resolution expressing synipiathy for 
the Rm*rs. Without debate it was re- 
ferred to the committee on foreign 
relations by a vote of ."Jl to 11. As the 
vote disclosed the absence of a quo- 
rum, an effort w-as made to sei'ure 
one, but it was uusuci*es,sful, and the 
senate adjourned.

pas.sed. Francis R. I^a.ssiter, who suc- 
ceeds the late Sidney Kpes as a rep- 
resentative from the Fourth Virginia 
district, was sworn in, 

Wa.shington, -April 30. — Senate — .A 
motion to take up the resolution ex- 
pressing sjTnpathy for the Boers was 
defeated by a vote of 29 to 20. The 
conference reftort on the joint reso- 
lution relating to the admini.stration 
of civil affairs in Porto Rico and pro- 
viding for the appointment of tempo- 
rary officers on the island was agreed 
to.

^ Manila. May 3. — The .\iiiericaii par- 
nson of Catubip, island of Samar, 
consistinp of 30 men beloupiup to the 
43d repiuient, has been, attacked by 
reliels. Twenty of the .\nterieans were 
killed. The remainder were re.seued. 

The .\nierieans were quart ereil in 
the ( atubip church, which the enemy, 
numb«*riiip several hundred men. sur- 
rounded and fiercely attackeil.

roof of the church and it burneil 
away and finally fell u|>on those in- 
side the eilifiee. The walls remained 
intact, however, and were nsiil as 
a shelter by the l>esiepi*il .'Xmericans 
for three days loupe.*, the i*iieiuy at- 
tac’xinp the biiiUlinp on ail sides at 
oifce. 

The Americans eonttnneil firing 
from the windows and doors of the 
clmreh. anil did preat execution 
amoiip the Filipinos. It i.s estimated 
that over 2tK) of the latter were killed, 
many deail bodies l>einp removed 
from the si*i*tie of the fiehiinp. 

.\fter five ilays' resistance by the 
Americans, a lieutenant ami eipht 
intn arrived from Lasan and enpapeil 
the liesiepers. who thereupon retired.

The explosion oc- 
eurred in Xo, 4. A special train was 
sent from Salt T.ake bearing Superin- 
temlent Sharp, of the coal company, 
.Sujieri.itcndcnt Welby. of the railroad 
conip!'.:iy. ami .some tloctors. 

.\s fast as bodies are reached they 
ar-.* taken to the hoarding houses and 
ofhi*r cf)m|)any buildings, where they 
an* tlress»*tl and prepared for the cor- 
tuier’s inr)U<*st. The.st* tniildings arc 
numerous, and in each are some ten 
t<i thirty-live bodies, whit*h are laid 
in htiig rows. To tho.se whieh have 
been identified are ataehetl tags with 
numt* and address. These await the 
ettming of relatives or friemis. 

Two hundred coffins have l«H*n or- 
dered from local undertakers tt» Ik* 
.St nt ;it once to the scene of the tli.s- 
a.-,ter. .\ spt*cial train bearing the 
seriously wounded has started from 
Scofield for Salt Like. 

W. C. Wilst)n, a miner who was in 
the lower k*vt*l of Xo. 1. said: 

“There was a low’ rumbling noise in 
the distance, ftdlowed by a sort of 
wave that can hardly Ik* descriiied. 
hut that is known to all who have 
lieen ill explosions, and 1 h:ivt* been in 
severil. 1 .said to iny partner an ex- 
plosion has tK-eurred, We ran t»» the 
mniii tunnel and. met six other mlne.rs. 
They had noticed the strange occur- 
rciwe aiul Iikewi.se thought it was an 
explosion. We were not too soon in 
leaving the mine, for the after-damp 
reached us some three or four min- 
utes l>efore we reached the open uir. 
almost sufTocating us.** 

The after-ihunp delayed the w'ork 
of the re.seuing party, but the inag- 
nittide of the disaster soon liccamc 
apyiarent. All men on the raise known 
as “lMke*s J’eak** w'ere lying in eliis- 
ter.s. .lohn .Tones was found with bis 
arms clasped about liis .son (Jeorge. 

The men liad ajiparently realized 
tliat death was eoniing and liad tried 
to save themselves liy Ijurying their 
faces in the dirt, hojiing thus to e.s- 
eajie the deadly g'as that was fast 
enveloping them. TTemard Dougall, 
a young engineer from Springville, 
I’tah, who hail just entered the mine 
a tew minutes before with his.as- 
.sistauts, was found witli his instru- 
Tuent .set, wliilc he and his men lay- 
dead around it. As fast as the botlies 
were removed they were carrieti to 
tlie company barn across the canyon, 
where they were washed and iden- 
t ified. 

After the foul air had cleared from 
Xo. 1. the work of rescue began, ami 
it was soon found that a great munv 
mi.aers of Xo. 1 had been sufToeateil. 
The men of the lower levels h”d been 
Warner! of the explosion and had 
m :de their escape before the gaseous 
air had reached them. 

Cars were taken in and the dead 
were Ioadt*d into them and brought to 
tlie mouth. 

A.s ihe bodies were brought out and 
recognized by tlieir respective fam- 
ilic.s. the hiincntations were most 
heartrending. The dead were ail ear- 
ri(-<l 'into the Imarding hoii.se directly- 
opposite the mine, and at inidnig-ht 
1L7 hollies had been recovered. .Sutkt- 
iutendent Parmley, of the o|)crations 
liere, stateiT as Ids opinion that the 
disa.ster was limught about by gianl 
powder, wiiLb was set oflT and igniteii 
tTic dust in the mine, thereby' cau.s- 
iiig the explosion. 

Xine-tenths of tlie men killed were 
Americans and Welsli. Tin* former 
come mostly from I’tah, with a stnaP 
miinlier from Tennessee and (’olorado 
Scvt^ral undertakers were sent down 
Wednesday, and coffins will lie .sent 
at once. .\ si>ecial train Itcaring four 
injured men arrived here Wedne.silay 
morning. 

Schofield, l-tah. May .'1. — The esti- 
mate of the nunilKT of killed in the 
terrible ndne explosion here is 2'>0. 
but tlie total deatli list may yet reach 
300. Kelief work is still in progress, 
being condui*ted by sliifts of men. 
The shift now in the mine has .'>0 
bodies ready to bring out. and the 
numl>er of corpses yet to Ik* retielied 
is still uncertain. 

Ferrish level has been cleared of 
dead, and all are burneil and nnrec- 
Dgnizable.

May 2.- 'Die struggle 
for aa eight-hour work day, whieh 
has liicTi under consideration by the 
lal)or ! unions of this city, lK*g^an in 
eariicft Tuesday-, when, according to 
Secretary .Joseph B. Allen, of the Al- 
lied |hiilding Trades council, work- 
men fepr^senting every hraneh of the 
Imildlngs trades weut on strike to en- 
fori-o by u concerted movement the 
demands of the unions. Xearly 3,000 
men are report eil to have quit work, 
and this numlier is but a small repre- 
sentation of the total membership of 
the Allied Building' Trades council, 
which embraces about 95 j>er cent, of 
till* men employed in the building 
trades. The fact that so few work- 
men wore compelled to strike is con- 
sidered by the unions as favorable 
to tlieir cause. 

The- movement for a working day 
of eight hours and a general in- 
crease of wages, averaging about 25 
{K*r cent,, began so:ne months ago 
At a recent meeting, May* 1 was deci^ 
ed njKin as the day for presenting ths 
demands.
